tion last night all the hours woreion 
without th« revision of lists adding 
««asurably tc the total of- known 
•arvtvors. 
Of definite news of the 
disaster the night added little. Down 
the Atlantic coast, log enveloped in 
many places, as the reports showed, 
crept the Cunard 
liner 
Carpathia, 
bearing the 868 rescued from the 
water® when the Titanic's 
twenty 
boats, laden to their limit, one by 
o&e left the sinking liner. 


But although the rescuc ship was 
reported within wireless range of 
the Sable Island station at a com- 
paratively early hour and every w^lre- 
loM operator was waiting to 'catch 
tbe snap of a receiver which might 
mean that the great secret of tho 
liner's death was about to be given 
up, midnight came and went and still 
tb^i word had not been spoken.

Of the remaining 540 known to 
aurvlve, it is estimated that not more 
than lOiO were seamen. 


This would 
leave approximately 
440, and in the ordinary proportions 
of women and children In the .steer- 
age, where the passengers of 
the 
Titanic's care 
numbered 
710, It 
probable that the great part of these 
440 were women 
and their 
.little 
ones. 


Display of Heroism. 


Nothing could show more plainly 
the heroism of the crew and the men 
passengers who stood by the doomed 
ship, facing 
practically 
inevitable 
death and sent the women and chil- 
dren away in the life boats. 
Some 
vrould have tobe left; that was 
a 
certainty. 
Hundreds in fact were 
left. 
But to all appearances ' the 
. men who were left stayed behind de- 
ll^berately, calmly stepping aside to 
let the weaker ones, those to whom 
they owed protection, take their way 
to safety. 


Final Message. 


"(Sinking by the head. Have clear- 
-ed boats and filled them with women 
and children." 


This was the final message «these 
brave men sent the world, for it was 
directly afterward that their wireless 
signals sputtered and then stopped 
altogether. 
The picture that inevit- 
ably presents Itself In vle# of what 
Is known, Is of men like John Jacob 
Astor, master of scores of millions; 
Benjamin Guggenheim, of the fam- 
ous family of bankers; Isador Straus 
a merchant prince; William T. Stead, 
veteran Journalist; Major Archibald 
Butt, soldier; Washington Roebling, 
noted engineer—of 
any - or all of 
theso men stepping aside and brave- 
ly, gallantly remaining to die that 
the place he otherwise might hav3 
mied could perhaps be taken by some 
sabot-shod, shawl-enshrouded illiter- 
ate and penniless peasant woman of 
Europe. 


Women Filled up Boat«. 


Thus the stream of women with 
toddling Infants or balbes In 
arms, 
perhaps most of them soon to be wid- 
owed, filed Uip for the cabins and 
over the side and away to life. 
The 
men—iby far the greater part of'them 
—remained to die, millionaire 
and 
peasant and man of 
middle 
class 
«.like, bravely sharing each other's 
fate and going down to a common 
grave. 


Of 
the 
survivors—iwhat? 
Their 
story of peril of suffering with the 
revelation they will furnish of what 
happened on board the stricken ocean 
giant, still remains 
to 
be 
told. 
Quickly they will 'be able to tell it, 
and clear up the mysteries^ of Identi- 
ty which the limited carrying capa- 
city. of the Carpathia's wireless has 
left the world In doubt, seemed to- 
right to depend largely upon at mos- 
pheri<c conditions.

From the Virginia Capes ttie scout 
cruisers Salem and Chester, 
armed 
with powerful wireless 
apparatus, 
are speeding toward the Carpathia 
and ¡before very many hours 
have 
elapsed, It Is hoped they will IK* close 
touch with her. 


All hope that some of the Titanic's 
survivors might be on board either 
the steamer Parisian or the Virgin- 
ian had to be abandoned late yes- 
terday when It was definitely learned 
,that neither steamer had picked up 
any one from the big liner. 


Bcarch For Bodies. " " 


Search for bodies in the vicinity 
of thp disaster, it was learned to- 
f^ght, will be taken up by the White 
Star line from Halifax, where the 
cable steamer Mackay-^Bennett 
has 
been chartered to proceed 
to 
the 
scene and remain until further or- 
ders, searching for bodies that may 
come to the surface.. 


Up to '1:30 o'clock this morning, 
so far as could be learned at any of 
the coast stations no syllable of tid- 
ings had come from the Carpathia 
since she was able 
the aid of the 
Olympic's rela'y many hours 'before 
the send waveringly ashore a list of 
names of Arst and second cabin Ti- 
tanic survivors which she had 
on 
l)oarfl. 
It is thought—feared, would 
be the better word—that this list Is 
now practically complete. 


As for tho rest, direct 
advices 
from Sable 'Island 
reported 
that 
weather conditions were 
bad 
for 
transmission and that 
only 
faint 
communication was had with 
the 
ship, she being barely within range 
of call. 
It was thought, too, that 
the wireless operator on the Car- 
pathia had become fatigued from his 
long sei'ge at the key of the liner's 
wireless and that he was 
resting, 
'I'reparing for the transmission 
of 
messages when the ship comes into 
communication with stations on tho 
American coast. 


Hope Ilevived. 


'New York, April 17.—^Hope that 
some of the pasisengers of the Ti- 
tanic not taken on board the Car- 
pathia may have been saved was re- 
\ivefi early to day, when the captain 
Ol the freighter Ultonia 
of 
the 
Phoenix Line, which docked about 
mid-nisht, reported that 
he 
had 
passed along the route taken by the 
Titanic and that a number of fishing 
boats were In the vicinty headed to- 
ward Halifax. 
He said he thought 
it not imprcrtjable that some of the 
passengers might have secured life 
preservers and poesibly were rescued 
by the fishing vessels. 
The Ultonia 
is not equipped with wireless. 


More Than Double liequired. 


London, April IQ.—The board of 
trade regulation require that a ves- 
of 10,000 
tons shall carry a mini- 
mum of 16 boats. 
There aro regu- 
lations applying to vessels of great 
tonnage. 
The Titanic had 
nearly 
double the accommodations required 
by the board of trade. 
It is stated 
in Belfast that the 'Titanic carried 14 
life boats each accommodating 65 
persons, two ciltters and a number 
of collapsible boats or rafts. 


There^appears to be a general idea 
here that many of the collapsible 
boats and rafts carried by the Ti- 
tanic were sucked down In thé vor- 
tex of the sinking liner. 
Much sat- 
isfaction Is expressed at the decision 
of the Atlantic liners to adop: the 
southerly route. 


The Times editorially asks wheth- 
er competition in thè mere magni- 
tude of ships has not gone quite far 
entfugh. 
The Times expresses the 
opinion that unbridled luxury, which 
makes such mammoth vessels pay 
and the speed competition 
which 
leads to the selection of track full 
of Ice, fogs and danger.^, instead of a 
'slower, safer track,, are not com- 
mendable, and the limc has arrived 
to bring sane and 
sound 
public 
opinion to bear on these questions. 


Tho latest Word.i 


Newport, R. I., April 17.—In a 
message to the naval station 
this 
morning the commander of the Scout 
Cruiser Chester aaid: 


"Expect- to be up with Carpathia 
within" three or four hours." 


The Chester has been calling the 
Carpathia regularly every 10 min- 
utes during the night, l)ut has been 
unalile to get any answer.

Theil)rlef and meager wireless mes- 
sages that came to hand today i)ra(;- 
tically extinguished hoi)e that some 
of the ill-fated passengers mdiy have 
been picked up at sea by the steam- 
ships Virginian and Parisian of the 
Allan line. 
Both of these steamers 
sent word that they had none of the 
Titanic's survivors on board. 
Of the 
.S08 persons rescued by thd Carpa- 
thia, the names of 32 (5 passengers had 
been received by wireless 
up 
to 
4:30 o'clock. 
The Carpathia 
evi- 
dently was out of wireless range to- 
ward noon, for after that efforts to 
reach her with wireless communica- 
tions were futile and a score or more 
of messages from the Cunard com- 
pany and other sour'ces were unan* 
swered. 


Statement I)y I'>»nkliii. 


At >5 o'clock this afternoon, Vice- 
President Franklin of theiWhite Star 
line said that Ht) far as he knew the 
Olymfpic was still standing 1)y 
the 
Carpathia to relay wireless messages. 
He added that he had received no 
word from the 
Olympic 
since 
9 
o'clock this morning and had been 
unable to get either the Carpathia 
or the Olympic by wireless. 


Mr. FrankiVin said also that 
the 
steamship companies crossing 
the 
Atlantic had entered into an agree- 
ment to abandon the short northern 
route in favor of the southern route 
as long as icel)ergs were rei)orted In 
the pathway of the former course. 


Tlie despatch from :AIontreal saying 
tiiat hope was still entertained that 
the «Parisian might have aboard some 
of the Titanic's survivors, Mr. Frank- 
lin characterized as "a ridiculous re- 
port." He added that "in my opinion 
neither tho Parisian nor the Virgin- 
ian has ariy survivors aboard." 


The Titanic was insured for $o,- 
000,000, .Mr. Franklin said. 
On the 
ship, he added, the White Star Hnc 
•would lose about $3,000,000. 


"This will be the smallest part of 
our loss," he added. 
Captain Ros- 
tron of the Carpathia in his last wire- 
less rwport to the Cunard company 
Slated that his vessel was proceeding 
slowly through a tleld of ice to this 
pert. 


Cruisers Sent Out. 


President Taft late this afternoon 
directed the secretary of navy to or- 
der the Scout Cruisers Salem 
and 
Chester to the scene at once from 
Hami)ton roads to meet the Carpathia 
and send in by wireless to the gov- 
ernment a complete list of the Titan- 
ic's survivors. 
The 
Chester 
was 
caught by wireless ai>out 4 0 miles off 
the Chesapeake Capes 
and 
by 
4 
o'clock was steaming northward 
at 
2 0 knots an hour, aiming to get as 
quickly as possible into touch with 
steamers having news bearing on the 
disaster. 


Two revenue cutters 
also 
were 
notiiied to stand in readiness to pro- 
ceed to the Carpathia if necessary, 
in the event that the Salem had not 
sufficient coal, instructions were giv- 
en to despatch the cruiser North Car- 
olina instead. 


A possibk) chance «of 
obtaining 
news bearing upon tho disaster de- 
veloped early this evening when tho 
Leyland liner Californian came into 
the zone of 'wireless communication 
with Sable^ ^island. 
Tho Californian 
was reported at the scene of the dis- 
aster shortly after the Titanic went 
down and it was thought probable 
that she would have valuable 
in- 
formation to communicate. 


Captain Rostron of the Carpathia 
has been instructed to send full de- 
tails of the sinking of the Titanic. 


Throngs Swann Offices. 


All 
day 
tearful 
and 
anxious 
throngs swarmed the offices of the 
White Star line and overflowed Into 
Broadway, stopping traffic at times 
and kept police reserves busy main- 
taining order. 


Col, John Jacob Astor is believed 
to be among those drowned. 
His 
wife and lier maid are safe on 
the 
Carpathia. 
Isador Straus, the mil- 
lionaire merchant, Benjamin 
Gug- 
genheim, tho copper magnate, and 
Edgar J. Meyer, vice president 
of 
the Braden Copper 
company, are 
still unaccounted for. 


Whether Charles M. Hayes, presi- 
dent of the,Grand Trunk railroad, 
was saved was not known to night. 
His name was not reported among 
those rescued by the Carpathia. A 
Canadian dispatch early in the 
day 
stated that Mr. Hays was saved. His 
wife and daughter were rescued. The 
treasury department, through 
the 
customs office, has given orders 
to 
expedite the landing of the survlvori» 
of the Titanic and to aid them in 
every way possible upon the arrival 
of the Carpathia. 
Customs regula- 
tions have been suspended and the 
customs offices will aid tho survivors 
in finding relatives and friends. 


Vice President Franklin said this 
afternoon that his list of survivors 
showed that 203 out of 325 
first 
cabin passengers and 114 out of 285 
second ci^bln 
passengers 
of 
the 
wrecked liner had been accounted 
for. 


Charles 3. Sumner of the Cunard 
line said to night that he believed 
the Carpathia was within 60 or 70» 
miles of the Titanic when she struck 
the iceberg. 


Mr. Summer, who hiid vainly tried 
to reach the (!arpafhia -by wireless 
during the artornoon said'ho had no 
way of tolling just where <he Car- 
pathia was at this time, but thought 
she wa.«? steaming for New York., She 
might bo within the New York 'iirp- 
leKs telegraph zone and able to «snd 
messages late to night or to morrt\w

Captain of Titanic Proti^sted Against 


J^ck of Life Saving .\|>|Miriitu.>i. 
Chicago, April IC.—That Captain 
Edward J. Smith o fthe Titanic be- 
lieved that tho 
steamer 
was net 
properly equipped with 
life boat.-> 
and other saving apparatus and that 
he 
protested, 
without 
success, 
against lack of precaution, was the 
statement made by Glen Marsien, a 
friend of tho captain, here to nii;ht. 


Marsten said that while returning 
from Europe on the Olympic in com- 
pany with Captain Smith he rtnu»rk- 
ed on the small number of life boats 
carried by such a large pas-^engcJ 
steamer. 
It was then, according to 
Marsten, that Captain Smith spok<? 
of the life preserving equipnu-u', of 
the Titanic, then In course of con- 
struction, being limited. 


"I 
noticed the small number of 
boats and rafts aboard for tlio heavy 
passenger-carrying capacity o; 
the 
ship and remarked on it to Captain 
Smith," said Marsten. 


" 'Yes,' he replied, 
'if the ship 
would strike an Iceberg that \%ould 
cut through several of the water- 
tight compartments wo 
have 
not 
enough boats or raffs aboard to take 
care of. more than one-third of the 
passengers. 


" 'The Titanic, 
loo is no 
bHter 
equipped. 
It oughf to carry at least 
double the number of boat.s 
and 
rafts that it does fo afford .?.ny real 
protection to the passengers ." 


Marsten further quoted 
Captn'.n 
Smith as saying he thought the I'lck 
of equipment for saving lives was 
not due to a desire of the steamship 
line ownOTs to save money, but. rath- 
er because they believed their .shipp 
to be safe. 
Life boats were thought 
to be required, said the captoin, only 
in cases in which passengers were 
to be brought from other s'r.ips in 
distress or passengers were 
h - 
landed. 
It was the captain s opin- 
ion, said .Marsten, that enough boats 
and rafts should bo carried lo iu.iuro 
safety to every passenger in case of 
an accident.

London, April 1G.-—Jin response to 
a telegram of inquiry as to the num- 
1)cr of iioats carried iby tho Titanic, 
and how many persons thoy would 
accommodate, tho Wîhlto Star com- 
pany at f.iverpool sends tit« follow- 
ing message: 


"The Titanif had twentf'y 
boats, 
which is in excess of the official re- 
quirements," 


The board of trade regulations per- 
mit a reduction by half in the ntim- 
l)or of boats, rafts and 'life-saving 
apparatus when the 8h^> Is provided 
with water-tight compartments. 


According to some experts It would 
be an impossibility to carry a suffici- 
ent number of boats to accommodato 
all on l)oard the mammoth linors or 
if carried that it Would he next to 
imposslîiio to man 
and 
pt^ovlsion 
them.

Tho Titanic was fitted with elec- 
trically controlled water-tight com- 
partments. 
These should have been 
immediately closed from the brfdge 
unless tho collision 
damaged 
the 
electrical apparatus or the 
vessel's 
side was torn away by an !cc1)crg. 


The sinking of the Titanic, follow- 
ing so closely tho wreck of the Delhi, 
Oceania, and other big vessels has 
caused consternation among tho ma- 
rine underwriters, 
ilt will bo long 
before the full effect in Insurance of 
various kinds at ILloyds and syndi- 
cates may l)o hard hit. 


Instructions were Issued today that 
all Cunard steamshiiis should follow 
tho southern route owing o tho ice.

Island,

missing passengers and crew of the 
TitHinic. 
The wireless station on the 
lonely sand-driven island in the At- 
lantic, 120 miles southeast of Hali- 
fa-v. Is maintained by the Canadian 
governmenit, and Is one of tho most 
important of the ohain of wireless 
out(post8 on tho Atlantic coast. 
It 
has made the island, known as tho 
grave-yard of the Atlantic, the rad- 
iating center of news which comes 
and goes 'between the passing liners 
and the sliore. 
»he wireless equiii)- 
ment has a range of 300 miles. 
To- 
night the Allan liner Parisian 
Is 
abreast of tho island 
headed 
for 
Halifax and tho Cunarder Carpathia, 
whic'h bears (the secret of the Titanic, 
Is ai)proachlng within range of com- 
munication. The wireless men have 
worked Incessantlb^ during the last 
48 hours, and will not bo relieved 
until the CarpatlVia gives 
up 
her 
story. 


had merely advanced this as a sup- 
position. 


Will Come to New York. 


When asked regarding a rumor 
that the Carpathia might put Into 
Boston and land her rescued passen- 
gers there, Mr. Sumner replied that 
there was nothing in tho 
report. 
Had there been but a few 
pf 
tho 
rescued ones this might ihave been, 
don®, he said, but it was his opinion 
that with more than 8'00 survivors 
on 
board 
the captain of the Car- 
pathia would make direct for this 
city. 
It was estimated that both the 
scout cruiser Chester and her sister 
ship, the Salem, which was under- 
stood to have started north about 
the time the Chester headed that way 
would be in touch with tho Boston 
wireless station about midnight. The 
cruisers are expected to couimunicute 
any Information they may acquire to 
Washington.

The vote in opposition to the pro- 
I>csed street railway francjilso was 
probably more decisive than any one

Th e following is quoted from an 
excellent editorial in the Minneapolis 
Tribune:

the world of high public service. 
It 
is trying, like many other American- 
societies, 
to 
perform a 
duty that 
should not be ¡mt on any profession, 
least of all that sworn to the noblest 
human service. 


“ The 
medical 
profession 
has 
enough to do without being put on 
the (lefeuriive against 
those 
who 
would degrade it. 
The pur.«uit 
of 
quackery Ls not It.H proper function, 
but the duty of the state. 
The pro­ 
fession should l>e so licensed and 
regulated that the very fact of a ’ull- 
ity lo practice wo uld be a guaranty 
of competence and integrity. 


“Tho j)rofession has no suj)erior 
body like the courts to aid it In 
self-purification by a 
procesis 
like 
disbarment. 
it 
cannot 
undertake 
self 
couKorship 
witho ut 
evoking 
the merely human 
sentim ent 
of 
jealouHV, envy of success and bare 
¡lersonal dislike to corrui)t Its evi­ 
dence and pervert 
its 
judgemonts. 
It idiould bo purified from without 
and above.” 


The same paper continues to dis­ 
euse the varions ways in which the 
state 
has 
neglected 
and 
degraded 
the medical profession as follows:
